1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
newly cited reference (Meron) and associated office actions have been considered. It is 
noted that the instant application involves an arrangement utilizing agglutinative 
particles that form agglutination groups when interacting with an analyte of interest and 
Meron involves an arrangement utilizing an immobilized reactant. As such, Meron does 
not anticipate the claimed invention, since an immobilized reactant is not agglutinative in 
nature, nor are these differences are obvious variants, and therefore the claims are not 
obvious over Meron. The claims remain allowable for the reasons of record. Further, 
the amendments set forth in the Office action mailed 8/20/09 are not affected by the 
mailing of this action and remain in force.
